Sensallonal Evidence of Jap

Certificates. 



Swears \n Court He Never Made 
Decl^rQtloii Required by 
Law 



And Had Oniy Resided a 
Months In the 
Country.

Vancouver, Sept. 24.— A Japanese 
named Shabata woe brought before Po- 
lice Magistrate Kussell to-day, the iufor- 
matioii reading that he falsely swore 
that he had resided in Cunudu for four 
years that iie might secure natUToIiza- 
tion papers, when, as a matter of fact, 
he had only come into the country in 
^larch last. 

Mr. 'W. d. Bowser represented the At- 
torney-OenerarH department, and G. E. 
Corbould, Q.O., represented Japnneso 
Consul Shimozu, in looking after the 
prisoner. 

The notary Avbo signed the docluratiou 
declaring that ^shabata had taken the 
oath of rcsideuoc, T. J. Thiokc, swore 
that he had ifwued 400 such doelaratioiifi 
and could rememhor none of the men who 
had coma before him. 

Nagoa, the .Japanese labor contract. 

', wlioMC signature 'was on the tshabatn 
declaration as wiUicss, said that ho could 
not reiiienilier those who came to his of- 
lice and asked to bo taken to a notary, 
and ho did not remember Shabata. IJu 
swore that he had taken 40 Japanese dur- 
ing the KoaKoii to Mr. Thiclce and others, 
to have them sworn for na'turalizction at 
their own request. 

Mr. Bowser horc produced the fraudu- 
lently obtained naturalization cortilicalo 
and the passport showing that Shabats* 
had left Japan in February, 1900, and 
Imd been naturalized the following Juno. 

Mr. Corbould contended that the pass- 
port was no evidence; as a, Japanese had 
to take out a fresh passport every time 
ho went to .Tapan. 

Mr. Bowser answered that he would 
prove that Shabata came to "Victoria for 
the first time from Japan on Marcli 22, 
by evidouco ot Inkntora Iko, another 
prisoner. 

Mr. Corbould wont into u brown .study 
for a few' minutes, and then declared that 
ho had promised to help the proeecution 
out all ho could, because he was of tha 
same oi)inion as Mr. Bowser, who be- 
lieved that the naturalization laws of 
Canada woro very faulty and should bu 
remedied, and, fortunately, ho could help 
Mr. Bowser's effort to prove fraud with- 
out projndicing tho caw of the prisoner, 
and as it was also Consul Shime/.u's 
wish to have tho grave frauds perpetrat- 
ed tractnl to the guilty parties, who wore 
not tho prisoners being tried, llo would 
volunteer placing tho prisoiiors in the 
box. This was done, with tho rwult that 
the prisoner was ucciuittcd of the charge 
of perjury, but created a sensation In 
court by declaring that he had never ap- 
peared before T. J. Thicke, notary; that 
he never saw 'Mr. Xhiclte before in his 
life; and took no oath before any notary 
since he had been in the country. 

Mr. Bovver then asked the prisoner if 
ho was a Brltieh subject or a Japanese. 

The prisoner answered, -through the in- 
terpreter, "I am a Japanese." 

Th(' re«t of his evidence was as fol- 
lows: ■ I . 

"I do not know what a naturalization 
certificate means. I did not know that I 
hnd to have one before I could fish for 
salmon. I did not go to Xagoa and aslf 
him to take me to a notary. I never saw 
Nagoa imtil three days before I was ar- 
rest(^d, when I asked him for work. 1 
ai-rive<l in Victoria ou Ajiril 22 (March 
22, by tho Kuglish calendar). I was 
tliere met by .Saku llagi, labor contract- 
or, of Victoria, who said ho liad a job for 
inc. I came by waj' of Vancouver, 
bound for Wharnock's cannery. Rivers 
Inlet. I was in A'anconvor one hour. Ij 
did not leave the boat. I wont to ItiverHj 
Inlet and to tho cannery, I had boon 
tliero about a month wlien Aitya hand- 
ed me tliat paper," jjointing to tlio uatur- 
!ilizalion certiliciUo, "telling mo to keep! 
it. lie did not say what it was, and I 
did not know what it was. I came from 
.lai)an six months ago and was never out 
of Japan before that." 

This finished the case, and Magistrate 
Ilussell said he could not send the caso 
up for trial and would have to dismiss it, 
as there was no evidence of perjury, 

Mr. Corbould agreed to allow Mr. 
Bowt'cr to keep the btid naturalization 
papers nf three; of the prisoners. All the 
other cases woro withdr.nvn. 

Tho Trades and Labor Council claiii) 
that over 1,(X)() .fapaue.so were natural- 
ized this season, two nota;-ioK swearing 
over two-tliirds of them. They ask for a 
royal commission, and claim that they can 
'bring the guilty parties' tc book.

Germany to abandon her demand for tho 
surrender of tho instigators of the anti- 
foreign outrages aa a prelimiiiary. to' 
peace negotiations. The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Daily Chronicle aseerts 
that Russia's reply to the German note' 
is very friendly, tiut that although it ap- 
pears to consent. (.0 Germany's proposal, 
it practically disapproves, by asking 
whether it would not be best to oi)en 
peace negotiations first and to iuakc tho 
punishment of tho instigators of the out- 
rages a first subject of discnssion. 

According to the Berlin correspondent 
of tlie Daily Express, Germany will make 
a new proposal, namely, that the groat 
powers form an international court to 
try the Chinese ofllcials accused of com- 
plicity in the outrages. 

Berlin, Sept. 24.— The refusal of the'; 
Unttod States to accede to Germany's 
propositioa regarding the Ohinese settle- 
ment is prominently commented 'UE^Wi by 
the entire German -prces. In spite of .the 
previous intimations through ' WasWnff^ 
ton cables, the refusal flhs coine as'-f'"«';-. 
groat surprise. A high foreign ofBdoi^' 
Toferring to tho matter to-day, said: 
"Germany adheres firmly to her proposi- 
tion. She bus no occasion to doubt that 
favorable answers will come from all the 
other powers. 'Wc htive received hints 
that Itussia will agree to the German 
note, and tho same course is confidently 
expected of Japan and Great Britain. 
We hope tho answer of the Uiute<l States 
is not final, especially in view oC tlio pos- . 
sibility that it was inlluonced by tempor- 
ary conditions." 

The press comment varies widely, al« 
though generally in a tone of disapproval 
and regret. The Vossische Zeituug de- 
plores tho "evidences of growing discord 
amouf; tho powers," and predicts a scoedy 
breaking up of concerted actum. 

The Frankfurter Zoitung remarks: "An 
unpleasant sequence of the United States . 
position will probably bo tho increasing . 
obduracy of the Climese, who«e opinion ■ 
is now strengthened, that the energies of 
the powers -mil be intermittent, like those 
Of the United States." '. , ' ' . 
• Vienna, Sept. 24.— The admiralty bos 
received the' following despatcVf ■ •'• 

"Taku, Sept. 24.— The Kussians o^ccu. 
pied the fortifications at Lutai yester- 
day." Lutai is situated about 30 miles 
northeast of Tien Tsji and is about 20 
miles due north of Taku. 

Washington, Sept. 24.— The state de- 
partment was notified last week of the 
fact that tho French government had 
adopted an attitude similar to that of the 
United States in replying to the Ger- 
man note. In addition, it was stated that 
the government of Russia was In lino 
with that of France in this matter. There 
IS a disposition to mmimize the difference 
between the United States and Germany 
on the point of delivery of the Cbinoss 
ringleaders before tho negotiations, and it 
is pointed out that the only reason fop 
differing was a profound conviction that 
a deterrent effect could bo produced upon 
the Chinese people as a whole only by 
allowing their own government to de- 
grade and pimish the guilty parties. The 
solo punishment if applied by a foreign 
power, it is said at tho state depart- 
ment, would fail of a reformatory effect, 
as the Chinese people would venerate tho 
memory of the martyrs, while the Chi- 
nese, which arrogates to itself the pe- 
culiar right to j;oward and punish after 
death, might elevate the victims of tho 
allies, and thus offer an incentive for a 
repetition of the outrages.

Loudon, Sept. 24.— The Britwli and 
Coutinoutiil press Ls still discnssitig the 
United States reply, wEich is generally 
recorded as encouraging Li Hung Ohang 
to delay operations. Gen. Grlbsky, mili- 
tary governor of Amur, has published 
elaborate prepariitions placing all the 
regions a:long the Amur river now occu- 
pied tbe Russians entirely under Bus 
sian law and authority. The Chinese 
are forbidden to return to the loft bank 
oC the stream. He has also issued a 
proclamation declaring the auuoxiiti'in of 
Manchuria to bo a puuishmont for the 
attacli nuule on Blagovotscheusk, and 
cxhortin),' the inhabitants theroaftor to 
respect Itutisia's power, and to live in 
lioace and quietness on their fields. 

A sonii-ollicinl conmiuuication to the 
Oologuo Gazette disavthving any desire 
on the part of Gorniany to executi" tlie 
instigators of the outrage on the sti-en«th 
of , the testimony of the foreign ministers, 
fldys: "The interuatiomil court of jus- 
tice would decide upon the <iuestion of 
guilt"Bnd would pronounce scntcuco. To 
look on complacently , while a mockery oC 
.justice such as the United States de- 
•'mands was being enacted would mean a 
Tonowai of the massacre." 

The Morning Post has the following 
from its Shanghai correspondent, dated 
yesterday: "The Russians recently or- 
ganized an expedition towards Mukden, 
vrhich has already _ reached Liao Yang, 
about Midway between Niu phwang and 
Mukden. It will probably encounter op- 
position. 

" Prince Tuan's ascendancy creates a 
very grave danger. The only hope for 
foreigners is that the pro-foreign Viceroy 
of Nankin has not yet been removed. 
Tuan's emissaries are working hard to, 
get him out of the way by murder or 
suicide." 

New York, Sept. 24.— According to a 
special despatch, 20,000 Japanese troops 
are now at Taku. 

A French prieet has arrived from over 
the western hills. With 70 Chinese 
Christians and guns made from iron bed- 
etends, the first shots from which killed 
20 Boxers, he held out until 20 days ago, 
.■wliqn. he iescaped from Yank Chicku, 
four days' march from Taku. 

A despatch to the Herald from Shang- 
hai savs: "Prince Tuau is declared by 
Tao Tai Shong to have been appointed 
grand eccretary to the Emperor, a posi- 
tion" enabling him to control all eomininii- 
cations to and from the throne^ This 
- constitutes a defiance of Germany's de- 
mand. The Tao Tai of Shanghai, who 
signed for the viceroys the friendly agree- 
ment with the foreign consuls, ha« been 
removed by imperial edict, his successor 
being strongly anti-foreign, and having 
urged the Chinese government to repu- 
diate the foreign debt. An nnotlicial 
protest was made by United States Con- 
sul Goodnow to the viceroy. These facts 
are considered a defiance of Germany's 
demand for tho punishment of Prince 
Tuan as the head of the Boxers. The 
Chinese are greatly excited over the ap- 
pointment." ■ 

LIGHT OF YHNUS. 

Dr. ISiooks Uses It For the Purpose of 
Photography. 

Ceiievii, .N. Y.. Sept. 24.— Dr. Wi'linni 
11. Urooks has siii^ceedcd in pliot(>gra,ih- 
ing objects solely by the light from the 
planet Venus. Ry this is not meant 
photographing the planet itself, which 
has been done many times. The espOri- 
ments were conducted within the doino 
of tlie observator.v. so thnt all nntsi.le 
light was excluded except that whi.li 
came from Venus through the open shut- 
ter of the dome. The time was !lie 
darkest hour of the night after the planet 
had risen and before the approacli of 
diiwii. The •action of the light from 
Venus was mucli stronger than antici- 
pated, the photographic platw being re- 
markably clear, intense and fully timed. 

BE EEADY. 

Pnemier Tells French-Canadians to Pre- 
pare For Elections. 

Montreal. Sept. 24.— At a denioiisl ra- 
tion hero to-day, Sir Wilfrid Laiirier 
spoke for an hour and a quarter to seven 
or eight thousand people, almo«t exclu- 
sively French-Canadians. The Premier 
said that he did not appeal to tliem for 
support solely bccaiwe he was a French- 
Canadian. This was a country of divers 
nationalities, and he had given his life 
to the objocr. ct welding all these races 
together ns one- people. 

Speaking ot tlie e'.ections, the Pretiiier 
said he could not announce the date just 
iiinv, 1)11 1 :>d vised l:'.s friends to bo ready 
at onj>.

Boers Crossing Into Portuguese 
Territory to Escape British 
Patrols. 



lioreuzo Marques, Sept. 24.— British 
patrols have reached the Portuguese 
frontier. Boers continue to ciws above 
and l)elow the portion held liy the Bvit- 
isli. The horses of the Boers arc in a 
terrible condition. 

Capetown, Sept. 24. — In amendment to 
Mr. Sauor's resolution favoring the indi}- 
pendence of tlio Boers, Mr. Schreiner, 
former premier, moved an ameudnieiit to 
the effect that the two republics should 
bo placed under the protection of tlie 
Queen, with a guarantee preserving theii' 
national existence. The house, by a 
vote of 41 against 09, decided to go into 
committee of supply without discussing 
.Mr. SauerV motion or the amendment. 

In the course of the debate the pre- 
mier, referring to the attacks on capital- 
ists, said that Mr. Kruger was the great- 
est capitaliHt in the country, and that he 
was not only a capitalist, but a thief. 
Mr. .T. II. Merriman, who was colonial 
treasurer in the Schreiner ministry, de- 
clared in an impassioned speech that an- 
nexation would result in England losing 
South Africa, and in even worse things, 
for South Africa would lose England. 
Several opposition speakers condemned 
the preiiiiei 's references to Mr. Kr\iger. 

London, Sept. 25.— "Mcesrs.- Steyn au< 
Reitz," says a despatch to the Daily Mail 
from Lorenzo Marques, "will remain 
with the fighting burghers, and it is esti- 
mated that a force of Boers aggregating 
from 7,000 to 12,000 is planning to 
harass the British lines of communica- 
tion." 

MINNESOTA CYCLONE. 

Morristown Badly Damaged and a Num- 
ber of People Killed. 

Minneapolis, S^t, 34.— Sixteen persons 
are reported killed in a storm at Morris- 
town, Minn. 

FuTiha\ilt, Minn., Sept. 24.— Word wius 
received here to-night that a cyclono 
struck Morristown at G o'clock. Fight 
men were killed and a large number 
more are mi«siiig. The report is meagre, 
A large tree was carried over a housetop 
and deposited on a brick building used 
as a saloon, which was completely 
wrecked, and from which the bodies of 
eight men were taken.

Yet Another 

Storm at Nome 



Dwellings Along the Sea Front 
Swept Away and Vessels 
Ashore. 



DIrlgo Has Narrow Escape — 
Fears for Safety of Severe! 
Steamers, 



Port Townsend, Sept. 24. — The storm 
at Nome on September 1, lasting till Sep- 
tember 7, pales into insigniflcance com- 
pared with the atofm which commenced 
on the evening of the 11th and gradually 
increased in violence until the next day. 
The surf was not extremely heavy until 
along in the afternoon about 3 o'clock, 
when it began to break over debris and 
stranded barges that lined tlie water- 
front, and dash violently against the 
buildings along the beach. 

lliindreds of buildings along the beach 
were torn down by the fury of the gale 
and the sea, lashed by the violence of 
the gale, swept over the sand-spit on 
either side of the Snake river. 

Occupants of the tents and other 
buildings unused to the fury of tlie 
Behring sea gale were hopeful that the 
storm would not molest, their dwellings 
and clung tenaciously to their homes 
until wind nud water drove them forth. 
Then all was hurry and desolation. The 
damage to buildings, tents, household ef- 
fects, merchandise and other goods and 
chattels ia heavy. 

A row of buildings along the Snake 
river waterfront from the lagoon below 
the mouth of the river are wrecked, 
'rbe tremendous force of the waves, 
coupled vdth the rise of the water in the 
river, caused frame and teut dwellings 
to be removed from their foundations, 
and at o'clock the lower portion of the 
street was blocked by wreckage and 
buildings, which were tossed about like 
corks. Owners and occupants removed 
what goods they could to places <)f 
safety, but the downpour of rain which 
accompanied the gale played havoc with 
all kinds of merchandise of a perishable 
nature. The barge Skookum and a num- 
ber of other vessels arc ashore ond 
broken to pieces. 

The loss to shipping, houses washed to 
sea and merchandise is estimated at 
.■JT.'jO.OOO. 

Five liuudred people arc rendord 
homeless. 

The steamer Roanoke had a narrow 
escape from being wrecked. After leav- 
ing Nome her bulwarks were stove in 
and the dining saloon flooded. 

Grave fears are entertained for the 
Robert Dollar, which sailed from the 
Sound four weeks ago and had not ar- 
rived at Nome on September 17. 

The Charles Nelson, which sailed three 
days before the Roanoke with a big pas- 
senger list, has not arrived, and fears 
are entertained that she met with a mis 
hap in the storm.

BRITISH ELEOTlONa 

Ijord Salisbury'^ Manifesto Refers to the 
Boer "War and to China. 

London, Sept. 25. — It is iindeitstood 
that Mr. George .1. Goschen, first lord cf 
the admiralty, who has announced that 
ho will-not Seek re-election to parliament, 
will in the event of the triumph of the 
Salishury-Chainberlaia coalition at the 
coming general election, be continued in 
his position after liavint; leecivcil a iici^r- 
nge. 

Loudon, Sept. 2;!.— Lord Salisbury's 
manifesto to the electors of the United 
Kingdom, in anticipation of the iiailia- 
mentary general elections, einpha.sizes 
the necessity that the Queen's goveni- 
mcnt should be supported by a strong 
parliamentary majority as "the only 
means of convincing the inhabitants of 
the comiuered South African territories 
that there is no hope of diverting the 
goverumeut from their policy i>y persist- 
ent resistance or agitation." 

After remarking thnt "all the recent 
troubles in South Africa have be-ii due 
to a shift of parliamentary oiiinioii at a 
critical moment," the Priim- Minister 
^oes on to saj" 

" It will depend upon the disposition 
and conduct of the Boers how Ioii.l; iiii 
interval is to elapse before their full 
position as a British colony is attained. 
'J'he brilliant success of Lord Roberts' 
army must not blind us to the imperfec- 
tions disclosed in our own def-_>iisive ar- 
mor, imperfections which, but for the 
war, might have remained nniiotict.'d. It 
will 111- the urgent duty of parliament 
and the government to remove these 
defects, ii duty which certainly could 
not he discharged by n ministry depend- 
ent upon a broken party." 

In conclusion Lord Salisbury's note 
refers to China as "a dilllculty, nincng 
others, confronting the goveruinent and 
retiuirinp that the govern mem should 
he armed with a strong inajoritv m the 
House of Cominorjs." lie iirgc'^ that, in 
view of all these coiiiSiTlerations. there 
should lie no nbstentioiiH tit the polls, 

Mr. John Morloy, Liberal member ot 
Montrose Bur.chs, in his manifesto, de- 
clares his opinion has not changed, that 
evervthing might have been attained iu 
South Africa -vrithout war. "In a fiingle 
ye«r," he says, "the work of a generation 
in uniting the Dutch and English in 
South Africa has been undone, and not 
oven in Ireland has the difllcult race 
problem been more miserably mishan- 
dled." 

Mr, Morley admits, however, that it is 
impo.-^sible to" remove the proclamations of 
annexation. 

The Earl of Rosehury, issuing a mani- 
festo in the form of a letter to the Lib- 
eral candidate, eays: 

"In the present sittiation of the world, 
I would vote for almost any strong ad- 
ministration; but the present governmenii 
arc strong only in votes. In other re- 
spects they are the weakest government 
1 <'an recollect." 

After enumerating tlie government's 
"failures at home and abroad," Lord 
Uosehery criticizes the conduct of the 
South Africiin war, dcclRring that it has 
"exposed England to humiliation un- 
paralleled in our history since the .Vmer- 
ictui war." 

Lie declares tliat nothing <'an be Imped 
for from the government either in tli<i 
way of urgent domestic reforms or the 
reform of the war office.

' CLAIMS OF THE WEST. 

No policy, which any ■ Ciiuudian gov- 
ernment can adopt, wHl merit the sup- 
port of the people of British Columbin 
unless it distinctly recognizes the West 
more fuUy than it has been acknow- 
ledged heretofore. We do not now refer 
merely to the tuattor oi: appropriations. 
It is demonstrable that the Wefit does 
not receive its due sliare of Iheiie. It i.s 
demonstniblo that siiii[)l.v as a ruuuicial 
iuvcstmout from the revenue point of 
view it will pay to develop the West. 
Btit to-day we are speaking of the West, 
not as a portion of the Dominion which 
pays into the federal e.xehoquer bej-onil 
its reasonable share, us compared with 
the manner in wUeh expenditures are 
filstribntcd, but of the West as an in- 
tegnil part of Canada, with whose de- 
velopment the iatereats of the whole 
Canadian people are bound up. Perhaps 
we cftu best make dear what we mean 
by illustrations. The principal factor in 
the policy which led to the original Coii- 
federatiou v.'as a desire to coneolidato 
the Eastern' provinces, politically auil 
commercially. Sir John Mac.donald later 
laid great stress upon the extcusiou of 
Canada to the Pacific Coast, but to him 
the West was the hinterland of the East 
only. The National Policy was founded 
upon an ided, namely, the industrial ex- 
pansion of Canada. The Laurier gov- 
ernment has spent millions on the canals 
and Intercolonial Railway. Tliis is in 
pursuance of the idea that the welfare 
of Canada demands that means shall 
be provided for the transportation of 
Canadian and other products eastward. 
It id an amplification of the original idea 
of Confederation. To use a Bimilc 
thai may be more or left's e.xact, 
for thirty years Canada has been 
backing across the Continent, her eyes 
])eing, fixed on the 'Atlantic seaboard. It 
is time now to turn around and face the 
other way, at least long enough to see if 
there is not a path towards the Went 
that may ,be, f oll?>w:ed w^^h .,>idyantage. 
It' is time.to 'Cease trcatiiag the West as 
the hinterland of the East, and to recog- 
nize that Canada fronts on two oceans. 
It is time 'to realize, that, important as 
lire the resouttiefe 't)f the East, and great 
as are the commercial advantages to be 
gained on the Atlantic, the West offers 
greater rcsourceei and the Pacific Ocean 
a far wider scope for the energy of a 
new eountry and a people, wlni are feel- 
ing tlie inspiration of nationality, than 
the Atlantic. 

Perhaps thcac observations will show 
what We mean when we ask that I lie 
claims (iC tlie West shall be r('Co;,'ni;'.eil 
in the politics of Canada. Perliaiis tliosi^ 
who arc seeking political positions at 
the hands of their follow-citizona will 
understand wliy there Is so little en 
thusiasm in federal [lolities In I be ^^'e.■^t. 
The great majority of the people of 
British Columbia think as the Colonist 
does on this subject. They came to 
British Columbia becaiise It seemed to 
be a laud of pussibilitiefi, a lanil where 
growth and development would be every- 
where apparent. They came here be- 
cause they felt "cribbed, cabined and 
confined " in the East, and the.v chafe 
under tlie roslrictions ot' ICartlern ixilitii al 
lines; they are weary i>f the tii;ie-\v;)rn 
IKilitical issues of the lOasl. Who will 
sound the note of a new departure'.' 



The result of the playing at war In 
which the troops o(''thi'Mpublic have 
been engaged has convinced the generals 
that they could have thrashed the Boers 
in half the time it has taken Great 
Britain to do it. It has also proved to 
their complete satisfaction tlmt the way 
to Ijondon lies open whenever it suits 
the convonioncc of some courageous com- 
mander to invade tlio perlidiouti land 
across the Strait.s of Dover. Tlio French 
soldier is the finest fighting machine in 
the world; at least so the conimauder- 
in-chief, of the French army says. lie 
finds himself compelled to admit that, 
man for man, the Frenchmen are smaller 
than the British figliting men, but he 
«ays they are all physically sound, 
" which counts for much." He does not 
say that the British soldiers are not phy- 
sically sound, but hi3 endeavors to leave 
the impression that the Briton is a de- 
generate, while Johnny Crapaud is a 
bright and shining example of what a 
strict observance of the laws of right 
living will produce. Sad as it may seem, 
the British Empire may as well make 
up its mind that some tine morning it 
will awalto to find itself anneiied to 
France. 

Wo romember a former occasion when 
the French army was doclareii as lit as 
a fiddle for anything that could he sug- 
gested. Everything that could be dem- 
onstrated by playing at war had been 
established beyond all (luestion, and so 
one fine day an army set out with the 
intention of not coming back until it had 
dictotPd terms to all its enemies in Ber- 
lin. Some people have not forgotten 
how the army came bad;. Tliere are 
those to whom the disgraceful snrreuiler 
of .Mstr, is yet a burning sliauio. There 
are siinie Frenchmen who have not for- 
gotten that the Ulug they went nut to 
overthrow watf declared eniiieror in their 
own capital. 'J'liere was once, also, a 
French general, who when asked if he 
cnnlil got an nrniy into ICuglaiKl. reiilied 
that he could; but ho liUewit^e added: 
"The only trouble would be to get it out 
again." But for the present France lias 
ceased to listen to men wliose brains are 
not turned by national conceit. 'J'he Kx- 
position has been almost a fiasco. It 
was going to do so much for the people 
of Franco. It has chiefly brought dis- 
aii|iointmeiit and disai^ter. so much so 
ll;;it the govcninieat is seriously think- 
ing of resigning rather than have to ac- 
count to the people for the failure. One 
rensoii for the' unexpected results was the 
senseless attack made by the French 
liress upon all things British; its gloat- 
ing over the misfortunes of our troops 
in t>outli Africa, and its insnltfi to the 
Queen. These things went broadcast 
over the world just before lh(> ICxposi- 
tion opened, and the result was that 
.Tolm Bull, upon whose plethoric pocket- 
book tlie <\vi's of all Franco were fi\ed, 
decided that he would stay at home in- 
stead of going to Paris. Then Franco 
has not very greatly distinguished her- 
self lately in foreign affairf. She has 
been playing a poor second fiddle to 
Russia. Meanwhile Great Britain has 
been oamlng fresh laurels. To ease its 
pent-up feelings the country gives itself 
up to boasting of the manner in which 
it can do up Great Britain whenever the 
psycological moment arrives. 

The truly sad part ot the whole busi- 
nefis is the recently dificovercd inferiority 
of nnr own nation. The military at- 
taches with both anuics in South Afrii'a 
have gone on record in adniirntioii of 
the physical prowess of the British sol- 
dier. But then these people onlj- told 
what they saw. What Prance wants 
now to boar about is what people say 
thoi' think in order to flatter her vanity 
and sooth her wounded pride. All the 
world except France supposed that the 
South African war had taught that the 
difference between real and mimic war 
was fio wide as to Ho ininieasnrable. 
Rut Franco thinks otherwise. She has 
proved it to her own satisfaction. One 
day she will be awakened to the truth.

not to have a portfolio? The Free Press 
CTiJcrtly thicks that Mr. Sifton is miijie- 
ter enough for the whole country west 
ot Lake Superior.

llie duty of tlie .\rtoriiey-( ienera! to 
prosecute jiersous charged with the viola- 
tion of the criminal law, it seems as if 
the duty of making an investigation in 
the premises proiierly belongs nt <U- 
ta wa.

Story of General Macdonald's Glasgow 
Sword of Honor. 

From Dally Mall. 

Visitors to Glasgow should be careful 
not to allude to the first sword of honor 
which was presented by the citizens to 
Major-General Hector Macdonald. 
' Befercnce is made to tho first sword be- 
cause there vrcre two, and the original 
presentation ri-calls painful memories, as 
the following story will show. 

It will hi- rcmonibered that when 
"Fighting Mac" returned home from 
lOgypt ;irtcr the battle of Onuliirnian, 
the" citizens of Glasgow presented him 
with a sword of honor in recognition of 
gallant niTvices given Cor his country, 
and the duty of selecting the sword was 
committee of three.

'Ibis removes the blue halo which usually 

urrouuas the stars, but allows the out- 
taudiug halo of reddish light to pass 
through. This lluid performs very well 
on most of the stars, and the bluish plan- 
ets, but does not act so perrectly on red- 
dish objects. 

2. i'lcris acid and chloride of copper 
in water, which lias an intensely green 
appearance. This soUUiou removes the 
blue rays, and also the red ones very 
perfectly, while the green and the yellow 
are transmitted, as if the lluid were per- 
fectly transparent. This is the best 
combination yet made, and yields splen- 
did desults. 

3. Cluouiate of potash dissolved in 
water; this is very good for most ob- 
jects, but it has not yet been used so 
much us No. 2. 

4. Curoinic acid, dissolved in water; 
an intensely red solution, which removes 
all the violet, blue and most of the green 
rays, but transmits the yellow-green, yel- 
low, orange and- red. This Uuid is of 
special use in the study of Mars, and 
t-hows the canals beautifully sharp. The 
canals arc usually of greenish or bluish 
color, and when viewed thi-ew the color 
screen tilled with cbroiuic acid, appear 
as dark lines on a yellow or reiklish 
background. 

I'rof. .See has only begun his work on 
Mars, but it will be continued through

THE HABIT OP SAVING. 

A Good Method of CultivaUng Careful- 
nese Among Children. 

From Winnipeg Telegnim. 

The schools savings bank books which 
are to be introduced into the public 
schools have been received by the secre- 
tary of the Hchool board. The idea is to 
emiihasize the proverb 'The habit of sav- 
ing is an essential part of a true prac- 
tical education." The regulations are us 
follows: Deposits will be received every 
Friday only at tho morning sesaions by 
the teachers of each school. Tho amount 
will be delivered to the principal, who 
will deposit it in the 'Canadian Bank of 
Commerce savings bank department to 
the credit of the several depositors. 

No money can be drawn from the bank 
except upon a cheque duly signed by the 
pupil and having tho approval, by eigna- 
ture, of the parent or guardian, and the 
teacher, save during vacation, when the 
teacher's signature can be •dispensed with. 

Deposits of ?3 and over will bear in- 
terest at 3 per cent, per anniun. 

It is understood that in ail matters af- 
fecting schood savings banks the olUcers 
and teachers of the schools act only us 
the agents of the depositors. 

FRESH FOIIBIGN MEAT. 

Revolution in the Freezing and Prefierv- 
ing Transport Trade. 

From Dally Mall. 

Geniian *icience looks very like r.eoriuR 
again, and this time it is being applied tq 
a matter of paramount importance to 
this country— the food supply. 

Everybody knows to what great pro- 
portions the importatioi; o' American 
and Australian meat, has recently grown 
Frozen mutton from Australia and thQ 
River Plato, and chilled beef from the 
States and Canada, now form the staple 
food of the British workman, niere ifi, 
however, juat a touch of iciness about tho 
meat which he doesn't quite like, and 
which telle him that it was not bred in 
Old England. The latest invention prom- 
isee to do away with this drawback, and 
r<*rtore to the meat its original juicineBS 
and flavor. 

The Southern Cross arrived in the Mer- 
sey ywterday from the River Plate with 
a small consignment of meat treated on 
the new system, which has been patented 
by a German firm. A Daily Mail report- 
er boarded the steamer and eaw the re- 
prctientative of the patentees, but he de- 
clined to give any information. Th^ re- 
presentative of Parker & LVaser, the 
Liverpool consignees, was, however, com- 
municative.

knowledge of Mars, which of late has at- 
tracted so much attention. 

:V11 these researches on the color screen 
grew out of Prof. See's discovery, Oc- 
tober 10, ISUU, of some faint belts on 
Neptune, when the ntiuosphere about 
VVashington happened to be quite smoky 
from West Virginia forest fires, and the 
moke of the sky cut off the blue liyht 
like a color screen in the tailpiece of the 
les(.'ope. It then occurred to him to 
construct an artiUciul cell, wliich would 
reproduce the condition which accidental- 
ly arose from the stnoke in the air; and 
he and Mrs, George U, Peters then con- 
structed the lirst color screen ever ap- 
plied to a telescope. The color screen 
removes the blue halo about the planets, 
and allows the astronomer to measure 
the diameters more accurately than has 
hitherto been possible.Prof. See has been 
hard at work all spring and summer on 
the diameters of the planets and satel- 
lites, and already has results which will 
add no little to the fame of the govern- 
ment observatory. The diametflr of Nep- 
tune has been found by previous astrono- 
mers to be about 35,000 niilc«; the meas- 
ures made with the great equatorial of 
the naval observatory indicate that the 
cal diameter is nearly 8,000 miles small- 
er, or 27,190 miles. 

In the case of Uranus the diameter is 
diminislied from 31,0(JO miles to about 
2S,5UO miles, Saturn has his diameter 
diminished over 1,200 miles; while that 
of Jupiter is reduced some 300 miles. 
Venus has been subjected to elaborate in- 
tigatioii, and the diameter found to 
be 7,553 miles, with an uncertainty of 
only ten miles. 

This is probably the most exact detor- 
luiiialion of the diameter of a planet 
ever made, except that of the earth, 
which is found by geodetic measurement 
within about a quarter of a mile; and 
shows what future investigations with 
color screen will do for exact astronomi- 
cal measurement. 

In the case of ^lercury. Prof, See 
fiiuls a diameter of only 2,400 miles, 
which is about 570 miles smaller thlin 
the received value. This indicates that 
the planet nearest the sun is !n reality 
very little larger than our moon, which 
it resembles in many respects. 
This new determination of the diame- 
er of Mercury has led Prof. See to adopt 
a new value for the mass of this planet, 
which has heretofore been in great 
doubt among nstronoinors. The govern- 
ment astronomer thinks be has new evi- 
dence that the mass of Mercury is one- 
flftcenth millionth that of the sun, which 
is only onc-hnif that jgcnerally used 
among scientists.

'I'lieri' are Councillors, who are elected 
liy the taxpayers, and whose term Is three 
year-;. The election doesn't take place at 
tile sMino time as tlie general ek-itlou, and 
Jilthongn outside politics sometimes is 
dragged In, whether a candlilate N a I..lb- 
oral or Conservative, Is supposed to have 
nothing to do with his election. County 
councillors nre either "rrogrcsslves" or 
"Moderates," nnd the platforms on which 
they are elected have to do with things 
municipal only. Ilcally these party names 
would better be "ultra-Progressives" and 
"Progressives," for, as the connell Is di- 
vided to-day, being n Moderate doesn't at 
nil mean being an obstructionist, but being 
n rrogreaslre does mean going ahead just 
;is fast nnd as far as may be. 

It Is hSTtily necessary to say that the 
I'rogrcsslves nre in the majority, nnd It <s 
Wiiernlly admitted that they will continue 
to be for some time to come, for their rec- 
ord has been good and their progrnmme Is 
nt tractive. It Is well understood, too, that 
Her Majesty's present government has lit- 
tle good wUl" toward the present council 
and Its "Socialistic" tendencies. Parlia- 
ment has In reality no control over the 
eomiell, tmt It Is an open secret that many 
of tlie Conaerratlve pnrty leaders wish that 
li hail.

It teaches 
the honest boy any trade V.iiM he wants to 
learn and shuts the dishonest one up In a 
reform school. It runs the lire department 
and regulates the price of cigarettes and 
little cakes In the parks; it Issues licenses 
to theatres and Inspects cow shtds, builds 
asylums and prosecutes dealers who sell ex- 
plos.lve snbstances without n good icason. 

To be an "fnterested" councillor, a man 
devotes half his time to his committee 
work, but to he an "earnest" one keeps him 
out of bed o' nights, and yet, like the mem- 
bers of parliament, the councillor gets not 
a penny for hia trouble. Dukes and Karls 
nre among Its members, and many rich 
business men and two or three LL.U.'s. 

I'rebably few even among Londoners real- 
ize the extent of llie operations which its 
county council Is planning. They know 
that besides attending falthtnUy to the 
thousand and one things that any city gov- 
ernment has to look utter, It has razed to 
the ground several fearful slum districts 
and put up model dwellings In their places, 
taken over Into Us own munngement about 
seventy miles of horse car lines and hn- 
lueuHely Improved the service, to say noth- 
ing of lowering the fares; started an omni- 
bus line of Its own, nnd opened no end of 
parka and breathing places In the crowded 
parts of the metropolis; but their Ideas on 
what the authors of these Innovations are 
going to add to them nre less clear. 

In time to come the present London 
C.iuntv Council will be famous as the 
builder of a New London: to-day It Is noto- 
rious as the destroyer of Old London. Lit- 
erary and historic relics in tlie shape of 
Interesting old buildings that had the mis- 
fiirtune to stand on ground that wa.^ 
"wauled" have I'alliMi to rise no more, and 
111. my other remlnisiTiiees (if famous charac- 
ers from i)r. .loliiisoii to ,Tiiek Sliepiiard, are 
to vanish.

to sav nothing of local attention, for It Is 
one of the biggest pieces of municipal en- 
gineering of recent years, and for com- 
parison ivllh It one must go back to the 
reconstrnetlon of Paris bv Xnpolcon, the 
nehlcvenientR of rtaron TInnssmnnn nnd the 
building of the Ttingatrnsse in Vienna. It 
will take ten years to complete and the cost 
will he l?2."i.noo.no<). 

At present there Is no street running 
straight from the great traffic artery of 
Ilolborn to Its great parallel artery, tiie 
Strand, nt their most crowded points, be- 
tween which stretches the densely packed 
neighborhood of Ururv Lane. Seven I>lals 
and iiow streel. ending oil tlie Strand side 
with the cliiii'eh ot St. Marv le Strand 
which stands In the middle of the mail, fac 
iMg toward Clmrlng Cro.s-s. i'lirllu'r down, 
to lie sure. Chancery Lnne connects the two 
great streets, but Cliancery Lane Is a lane, 
-Miove it. If you want to get from the 
Sliand to Holbom. you have to huut vour 
way through Ave or six little ntreets, la'd 
al angles, end to end. so that bv the tliii" 
you emerge Into what the Coi-kiieys call 
■■ 'gli 'o'l-iin," ymi have gone aliiioht 
twice as far as was necessary. Most ot 
this iHdghliorhooil, the same lu which Dick- 
ens laid so many of his scenes. Is a sliini, 
nnd one of the worst In Lundon. 'J'lie I.uii- 
don Comity Council is cutting a great 
swatli through this district some :!()0 feet 
wide, and will nm through lis centre a 
street Km feet wide, straight from Ilolborn 
to the Strunil, entering the last struct by 
two horns on each side of the old Church 
of St. Mary le Strand. 

This iirlginal scheme Includes two more. 
The first Is the rehousing of the Il.OtXP or 
•I.OCK) famiil.^s whom the razing of the slums 
win turn adrift. For them model dwellings 
will rise on tlie old site and they will be 
lodged nt the same rate that they are now 
paying, the dllfereucc lu rents being deli- 
Ited by the council to the cost of the 
si hemc. The other portion of this enlei- 
prlse Is the widening nnd beautifying of 
the Strand Itself, and the making of a 
park within the horns of the new street— 
the name of which, by the way. has not 
lieen decided upon. Here, to. Just In front 
of tlic second of the two old churches. SI. 
< lenient Unntes, where Dr. Johnson used 
lu worship, the new statue of Gladstone 
will stand.

(if Ihe Mime Lreaeriil i-h.-iriieier is anelher 
scheme wllh uiilih Ule I.oikIoii County 
Cnnnrll is about to go ahead, having ri;- 
eelvi^d ihe necessary |iarllaiiieiitary permis- 
sion. This \y. known as the "Wesi minster

TICLEGllAPIIIC HUIEFS. 

The lloods that followed the heavy rains 
at Calcutta, liiundatlug tlie country, have 
siib.sldcd. 

At Rrownswooil, Texas lias been badly 
dainnged by Hood, aud eight persons nre 
reported drowned. 

As a result ot nn obnoxious order design- 
ed by tbe management to stop the theft 
of valuable ore, Stratton'ii Independence 
mine was closed down at Victor, Colorado, 
to-day. Six other large companies have 
Issued a similar order. The order provides 
that all workmen mast ebange tbclr 
clothes, both going on and OS shift and 
pass naked before watcbmen from one 
dressing room to another. Tbe superintend- 
ent of Stratton's Independence says tbe 
camp has lost $0,000 to $15,000 per month 
through the peculations of workmen.

In n little chat with Misa Sex- 
ton, one morning last week, this lady said 
several very interesting things about cor- 
sets, which would doubtless be of interest 
to many lady readers. She said: 

"With every pronounced change in tlie 
modps of gowns there comes a change in 
corsets. The prevailing styles in gownu 
have a low btist, long waisted effect, 
which necessitates the wearing of a cor- 
set that will give full play to the figure's 
naturally graceful linee and curves. 

'•The present artistic conception of the 
new ideal figure would scorn an impossi- 
bility, the outcome of an artistic imagin- 
ation, but such is not the case. A straight 
front corset will give the figure this maich 
desired effect, and its highest recommen- 
dation, aside from this fact, is its hygien- 
ic propertiea. 

"It is iibaolutdy healthful. The pree- 
sure is all centred ou tlie lower ribs and 
liiiw wliero it if? not injurious, giving all 
the muscles and orgiuis full play and in- 
terfering in no way with the respiration 
and cxiiansion of the chcut action of the 
heart. It is diametrically opposed to the 
old tlicory upon wliicli corsets have been 
coiislructed for years, doing away with 
the pretwuro and curve over the abdomen, 

"l^Rcing a corset is of course most im- 
portant, but very few women uuderstand 
doing thia as it should bo done. Thrco 
luces should be u.sod, the first coming to 
the waist line, the Hccond used in the 
isU'ls exactly at the waist Jine, which are 
about three ou each Bide, and the third 
from the waist line down, ^'ever draw 
a corset in tight over the hips or abdo- 
men. If a woman is inclined to be stout 
that ^vill only add to her size, while a 
corset left loose takes from it or rather 
hides it. If the corset is tightly laced 
there it pushes the superfluous flesh to 
the front and the bad effect is plain to 
everyone. Draw your corset in tight at 
the wai.st lino if you want to, but lea 
it 'loot-'o about and below that point," 

"Do women lace as much as formerly 

"Well, .'IS tight iacing is understood, i 
think that it is usually thought to apply 
Id tile waist, but it iis not the women vvlio 
draw themselves in at tlie waist who may 
1)1.' said to lace. I really do not think 
many women lace nowada.VH, unless it be 
tho(-;e who try to get a smaller bust and 
abdomen eft'ect, and lacing for that i.s of 
cuiirse II luiKlake, as 1 remarked before. 
The W. U. and the Vida corsets are gor- 
etl and lilted to ht any figure, and one 
can easily understand why llie gored ones 
wuulii yield more readily to tlie •lines of 
tile liuure. The eusiienders ishoiild al- 
wayfi be fastened to tlie front of tlie cor- 
liet to keep tliem down and is a great ad. 
viinlage to those -vviio are slightly inclined 
to stoutness."

Meanwhile Miss Sexton 
leaves behind hcf u very able lady, who 
will continue to carry out corset fitting 
in a tlioroughly practical manner.

Bad weather has played havoe with 
the' catches of the' sealer^, according to 

advices brought by Ef. ^I. S. I'heasant, 
wUicii, a.-: told in Sunday's Colonist, re- 
turned on Saturjlay night from the Behr- 
ing sea. The severe' £3au>noxial gale 
then raging prevented communication 
with the cruiser or the story of the eeal- 
urs would have been told ere this. The 
storm, beside«s cutting off commuuication 
with the just returned cruiser, all but 
drove her ashore. As it was, she was 
fast for a time near the hospital, after 
entering the hurbor, and broke one of 
the blades of her propellor, before thu 
men from the Virago, who huU been sum- 
moned, managed to "walk" her off. It 
could not be learned whether otuer in 
jurii's ha<l been made, ibut it lias been de- 
cided to put the VLT^sel in the dock at 
once to examine her. 

The I'hi'asani lelt Bcliring sea for 
Dutch harbor the last week in August, 
and left Dutch Harbor for A'ictoria ou 
September lli.

'The report of all the captains whoso 
vessela -were boarded told of continual 
rough weather. The whole season until 
then had been given over to iuccesuat 
south and southwesterly blows. When 
the schooners were boarded the captains 
said it was the first day they had lower- 
ed their boats for a week. The bad 
weather, too, continued afterwards In the 
sea, according to thoee on the Pheasant 
It was blowiii),' hard all the time until 
they left the sea for Dutch Harbor. 

The sealers had been hunting on sever 
al grounds, for the seal were restletss, 
owiii;; to the bad weather. All tlie cap- 
tains reported that there were plenty of 
seals, but tliey were ditllcult to get at. 
'J'lie restlcf^Kiiess of tlie seals and the 
scant number of loworinj' days looked 
bad for the soation's catcni. There was 
still auother month, though, in which the 
sealers had— if old Neptune gave good 
weather— a chance to till their holds. 

The Pheasant visited the Pribyloffs 
during her cruise in the sen, and large 
hci'of; wore seen there. 

News was brought b.r the returned 
cruiser indicative that the Aurora, Capt. 
llackett, wliicli left here for the Coppei! 
Islands, has instead joined the llect in 
the Behrinj,' fcca. She was boarded by 
the Pheasant the day prior to the open- 
ing of the BC'ilin;,' season, ia latitude 
57.17, longitude 13()..'i3 wetst. She had 
no skins on board and tlie olllcers of the 
Pheasant sealed up her arme. 

The fnct that the Aurora has gone to 
the sea leaves but one Victoria schooner 
hunting off the Copper Islande— the 
Diana. iNo word has yet been received 
of her. 

Seizures are being made by the Rus 
Hiaiis in the vicinity of the (}opper Is- 
lands, as reported in these columns. Ad- 
vices have reached here detailing the 
seizures then reported. On August 30, 
tlie schooner Seieho Maru was hunting 
off Commanderofsky Island, in Behring 
-strait, when the Ilustian -man-of-war Ko- 
tik liove in night and began to shell her, 
and ultimately tlie schooner went ashore 
in her endeavor to escape. The oUicera 
and crew, 2S in nnmber, were arrested 
.and .scut to Nikoloft^ky. About the sum 
time a boat ivom another ve.wl and 
three boats from another, tlie first named 
boat containing the captain of the 
schooner, were altso seized and towed to 
Xikolofsky by tlio Kotik, Afterward^ 
all the seized sealerf;, 43 in iniiuber, wer(! 
taken in the warship to Petropaulovsky, 
where they wer(! imprifioued. Seven 
more schooners were reported luiiiling olT 
tlie inlands, and tlie Kotii; ieft at the be- 
ginning of the month to ca.iture tliein. 
Three iisliing craft were also seized on 
f<usjiicion of secret sealing.

Fniir Sailing ^■esscls Arrive 

Load Salmon — Fiery Cross' 
Third Attomiit. 

'I'lie gale of Satiirddy night supplied 
motive power to In-ing ii Meet of sailing 
vessels f(u- Victoria up the Straits in 
steamship time. Four deep-sea craft 
were off tlio f;ape on Saturday nioniing 
wlien tile wind eoramenccd to howl, 
'rhcso vcs.=els were tlic Empire, Kopub- 
lic, Ardainurclian and Fiery Cnxis. They 
got the full force of the wind, and Capt. 
Knacke of the Empire says Ids V(>«sel 
came along at a faster gait" than did the 
cruiser Pli"asaiit. which was coming up 
under Rteani. The Ardamurcliiiii and 
Kepublre got, if anything, too mucli of 
Ihe high winds. Both liad narrow es- 
cc.pes from getting on n lee shore off the 
Cape, and the latter lost some of her 
canvas in the effort to claw off. Her 
mizzen and lower topsail yards werc'car- 
ritHl away. The Ardamurchan was nn- 
dainoged. . . ' 
Tho Empire;' Republic and Ardamur- 



chan rami' in on Sunday morning early, 
and the I''iery Cro-^K was towed in yes- 
terday iiiuriiiiig by the new tugboat of 
the Puget Sound Tugboat Company— th 
Tatoosh— which then made her initial 
visit here. The ICnipire, a bark of 1,010 
tons, is from Honolulu, whence hIic came 
in 21 days. She had a good passage to 
47 N.; thence continual S. E. and S. W. 
winds were experienced. The heavy 
blow of Saturday, Capt. Knacke says, 
was the hardest he has encountered dur- 
ing his experience on the Pacific, which 
ocean he hoe sailed since 1871. The 
Empire remains in the Itoads for orders 

The Itepnblie made tho passage from 
Honolulu in the same time as the Em- 
pire. Capt. Davios reports that she had 
similar weather to that encountered by 
the Kepublic. She is a Chilian ship of 
1,'237 tons, and went on yesterdoy up to 
Chemninus to load lumber. 

'nie Ardamurchan, Capt. Croasan, is 
one of the fialinon llect, as is aleo tho 
I'iery Cross. The ArdamurchiHi is 45 
days from Santa Itosalia, and her cap- 
tain says it was an uneventful voyage. 
He did not even see a sea-serpent. She 
will load on tho Eraser river. 

The arrival of the Fiery Cross to load 
salmon nt the outer wharf is not with- 
out interwt, for it is her third attempt 
to reach tliis port to load salmon. She 
was chartered twice previously, but on 
eacli occasion managed to get no further 
I ban Montevideo. She put in there with 
cargoes of coal from Cardiff for the navy 
heated, and there had to discharge. On 
this voyage she came out from England 
to Newcastle, and went thence to Aca- 
pulco, whence she came in 35 days. She 
made the passage from Newcastle to 
Aenpnlco in 01 days, and has been mak- 
ing fast passages all around, Tliis is 
Capt. Brablock's lirst voyage in the 
vessel. The Fiery Cross will load re- 
turned naval stores at Esquimalt before 
being towed around to tlic outer wharf 
to load salmon. To show what fast 
time the vessel has been making, when 
she left ICngland for Newcnstle, en route 
here, it wati not expected that she would 
reach here before mid-November, 



A ROUGH TRIP. 

Walla Walla Reports One of the Hard- 
est Passages She Has Made 
From San Francisco. 

Steamer Walla Walla arrived on Sun- 
day from San Francisco. She brought 
1-10 paf^sengers, of whom 32 wore la-ded 
here. She landed 121 tons of freight 
for local merchants. Cnpt. Thomas, 
who replaced Capt. Hall on the bridge, 
said this was one of the roughest trios 
the steamer has made between the 
Golden Gate and 'VictofTa. Head winds 
of great violence were encountered 
throughout tho voyage. She was 100 
hours coming up. The list of passengers 
for Victoria is given in another column. 
The steamer will sail again for the South 
ou Wednesday evening. 



AT DUTCH HARBOR. 

Report of the Pheasant on Shijiping at 
tho Alaska Port— Hero, llufu.s E. 
AVood and Glenora There. 

II. M. S. Pheasant reports that when 
she left Dutch Harbor on September 12, 
the ship Rufus E. Wood was taking bal- 
last, preparatory to sailing thence for 
Chemainus, where she is to load a cargo 
of lumber. The Jabez Howes, which 
took a cargo of coal from Ladysmith, 
bad left a few days before. She hnd 
been delayed owing to the fact that re- 
pairs were necessary to her rudder, 
which had been damaged. The river 
steamer Glenora was still there, and the 
Norwegian steamer Hero, under charter 
to the N, A. C. Co., was discharging her 
co.oJ cargo from Conio.x.
